Tough and Damp Grain 


The following instructions are 
contained in a release which has 
recently come from the Canadian 
Wheat Board: 

**For the past month arrangements 
have been in effect for the delivery 
and shipment of tough and damp 
wheat Several circulars have been 
issued on this subject and direct 
appeals made to farmers to deliver 
such wheat go that it may be eafels 
stored. Despite these efforts, tough 
and damp wheat is not coming for 
ward in proportion to the amount 
on farms.’’ 

‘*Dueto heavy shipments out of 
the terminals hefore the close of 
navigation, there is space at For! 
William-Port Arthur to handle thir 
wheat now. bunt enace cannot be kept 
for such wheat when farmers with 
dry wheat are pressing to deliver. 
[There may be no opportunity to 
move this wheat during the winter 
months "’ 

“The Board, therefore, will ceace 
granting special delivery permits for 
tough and damp wheat on December 
27, 1940, and will not allocate car: 
specially to the movement of this 
wheat after January 4, 1941. You 
are requested to advise your custom 
ers of this and again ask them to co- 
Operate in the moving of the wheat,’’ 

Although some farmers may he 
retaining tough and damp wheat for 
feed, those who plan to dispose 
of this grain should act at once

Government of Southern Ireland de- 
cided to stop importing wheat and 
sugar, and to become ° self sufficing’’ 
in these products, and so farmere 
were heavily subsidized to plough up 
the fine Irish grass, to sow the land 
to wheat and to substitute sugar 
beets for the famous Irish oats; for 
the Government had decided that to 
sell the final products of grass and 


Oats, ie cattle, butter, eggs and 
bacon. to Great Britain and to buy 
wheat from Canada was not ©cono 


mic 

The results of this New Economic 
Policy have been bad. Inieh farmers 
have become poorer, prices to the 
Irish people of sugar and wheat have 
gone up.and taxes have become un- 
bearable. Aéa result of all this the 
policy has been changed; farmers 
once again are to be permitted to put 
their land back to the famed euccu 
lent Irish grass and oats; and Eire 
will sel] eattle, butter, eggs and ba 
con to Great Britain, and will import 
as she used to do, her wheat and su 
gar from eountries which can grow 
these products cheaper and better 

So ends another economic delusion. 
Let us hope that other countries too, 
including Canada herself, will soon 
realize the high virtues of the old 
fashioned, but still sound, policy of 
freer trade between the nations 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price; Moieture conditions in 
India are unfavorable for the grow- 
ing of wheat - China recently pur- 
chased 8,000 tons of U.S flour -- It 
hag been suggested that Australia’s 
annual wheat crop for the next few 
years will not exceed 140 million 
bushels -- Greece is successfi-lly im 
porting wheat from Ruesia. 

Following factors have tended to 
lower price: Private estimates indi 
cate a probable winter wheat crop in 
U.S.A. of approximately 40 million 
bushels greater than last year -- First 
official estimate of Argentina's new 
wheat crop is 293 million bi.shels -- 
The weather in Russia hes been 
seasonable, and crop commi-nts are 
favorable -- Spain's wheat avreage is 
being increased this year,

Pilsudski Was Under No Tilusions 
Regarding Hitler's Intentions 
Madame Pilsudski has written hea 
Memoirs. The widow of the illus- 
t. ous Polish soldier and patriot, who 
was sincerely devoted to penee but 
realized the inevitability of war, is 
now resident in england. Her Mem- 
oivs are interesting because of side- 
lights thrown on her late husband 
At first’ Pilsudiski was disposed to 
welcome Hitler's advent to power in 
Germany, But he soon saw through 
the Fuehren’s protestations of peoace- 


ful intent, and, when 


ermany 
marched into the Rhineland in’ open

PASTEURIZATION OF MILK 


tesolution passed by the Canadian 
Public Health Association at their 
recent convention at Winnipeg, urg- 
ing that all provincial governments 
enact legislation that will result) in 
compulsory pasteurization of milk 
meets with the endorsation of the 
Health League of Canada, according 
to an editorial in the current issue 
of “Health.” 

For many years the Canadian Pub- 
lic Health Association has endorsed 
the protective value of the pasteur- 
ization of milk. They point out that 
the practicability of pasteurization 
has been demonstrated in urban com- 


munities of 500° population or over 
and even in many rural communities 
on a province-wide basis, : 

The Public Health Association also 
passed a resolution urging that 
municipal and provincial health au- 
thorities appoint only certitied sani- 
tary inspectors for full-time appoint- 
ments, and part-time appointments 
Wherever possible 

Pointing out that the industrial 
effort of Canada must be maintained 
it a maximum for war purposes, the 
Association urged that employees in 
war industry be given the advantages 
of regular health supervision at their 
work, anulagous in principle to that 
provided for the armed forces,
